High Church Dignitaries
Assist Archbishop at ImpressiveServices.

TROOPS NEAR CEMETERY

Body Buried Beside Others
Who Died in the Cause of

Irish Freedom.

Cork, Oct. 81..In the presence of

aurpliced church dignatariea, scores of
his former comrades in tho Irish VolnntARKbikntioenilo k<o nnimlnr.

[ men, the body of Terence MacSwiney,
late Lord Mayor of Cork, was lowered
to Its resting place In the "Republican'
plot" In St. Flnbar's Cemetery, just
outside Cork, this afternoon.

Despite the splendor lent the scene

by the attendance of the high churchmen,there was a simplicity marking
the ceremonies that was impressive.

Outside the cemetery, hidden by the
enormous crush of townspeople, two
armored cars, their machine guns
ready, and a half dozen lorries filled
with fully equipped soldiers, were

drawn up at the roadside, .mparting
a sinister air to the otherwise solemn
proceedings. But .during the 'ransfer
of the body from the City Hall through
streets lined with crowds to St. Mary's
Cathedral and during the procession
from the Cathedral to the cemetery,

'
there was not an Incident of violence
or disturbance.
The city of Cork and the whole countrysidepaid tribute to the memory of

their "newest martyr." The body was

burled beside that of former Ford Mayor
MacCurtaln, who was assassinated. A
few yards away are the graves of Joseph
Murphy, who, like MaoSwlney, died a

hunger striker In Cork Jail, over which
hung an American fla^. and of two other
Irish republican soldiers.

Thousands Fill Cathedral.

Archbishop Harty of Caahol occupied
the throne in presiding over the solemn
reojuJem aiaas In the cathedral. Mgr.
Cohalan, -tffshop of Cork, was the celebrant.The clergy assisting included
Archbishops Clune of Perth, Australia,
and Barry of Hobart. Tasmania: and
Bishops Browne of Cloyno, O'fc'ulllvan of
Kerry, Koley of Baltarat. Australia, and
Fogarty of KtUaioe.
The Irish republican flag-draped cotlux'rested on a catafalque, covered with

Wed Frances Work and
Father of Twin Sons.

Burke-Koche died suddenly In London

forward their scheme for the reorganizationof German Industry. It is
i comprehensive programme, built on

the distribution of greatly cheapened
power, and the foundation on which it
la hum la tantamount tn an lnritlolrl.,1

Btate ruled by an economic parliament,
but at the name time maintaining privateinitiative and working with a

minimum of Government control.
The scheme. which it is believed will

be accepted, aims at giving Germany
an advantage in competing for trade.
Not only is it a substitute for the
scheme for socialization of ihe coal

mines of this country, which is now

being debated, but also It is a broad
outline for a complete reordering of
the nation's economic system. A
unique feature of it is that it advocatesthe idea of electrical power
rather than of coal.
Under the sohemo the country is

This power, which
would be produced at the coal -mines,
would he distributed in the form of
electricity wherever such power would
be serviceable. This would involve
the construction of a great number of
power plants and stations, which, the
employers suy. can he completed in
three years, and in the Rhineland and
In Westphalia In one year. Kueh industry.including agriculture, in each
district would organize, negotiate for
its share of power and undertake the
equitable distribution of this power
within its own particular Industry.

Manufacturers to Combine.

an association of textile manufacturers

association. Tills association would
then proceed to apportion the power
among It* member* as it might choose.
The shares of this colossal enterprise
